LL the Difputes about the Cere- 
mony to be obferv’d by Prince 
Borghefe the Spanifh Ambaflador 
Extraordinary in his Vifits to the 

Members of the Sacred College being ad- 
jufted ; and they on their fide having con- 
fented to receive him in their Rochets; on 
Sunday lait he made his firft Vific to Car- 
dinal Accioli Sub-Dean of the Sacred Col- 
lege ; on Wednefday he went to Cardinal 
Janfon, who entertain’d him and his Atten- 
dants very Splendidly ; on Friday he vifited 
Cardinal d’Arquien , Father of the Queen 
Dowager of Poland, but to the great Sur- 


prife of the whole City, neither himfelf 


nor any of his Attendants had the leaft re- 
frefhment offer’d them. “Tis thought that 
the Difference between the Queen of Po- 
Jand and the Lady of the Duke d’ Uzeda 
the Spanifh Ambaffador in Ordinary, which 
is not yet composd, was the occafion of 
his being fo coldly receivd ; The Queen 
has written about it to the Kings of France 
and Spain, and to the Eleétor of Bavaria 
her Son in Law. The Ambaffadors of France 
and Spain have follicited the Pope in be- 
half of Prince Vaini, to change that Prince’s 
Banifhment of 10 Years to Civita Vecchia, 
into one of 5 Years to Frefcati , but he 
has not thoughr fit to comply, leaft he 
thould give the Imperial Court new canfe 
to complain of his Partial Kindnefs to the 
2 United Crowns. His Holinefs has been 
oblig’d to fupply the extraordinary Charge 
which he is at ef 94000 Crowns per men- 
fem, to renew the Impofts on all forts of 
Corn that is ground into Meal, which was 
taken off by Innocent the 11th, this Tax 
produces 400000 Crowns per Annum.

Nimeghen, Sept.9. They write from the 
Camp before Venlo, that there is a great 
number of Sick and Wounded in the Town, 
which the French fent thither from Rute- 
mond, expecting that Ruremond would have 
been Befieg’d, not Venlo; and that Baron 
Obdam when he came before the Town 
cer it was invefted, fent a Trunipeter to 
warn them generoufly to fend away all their 
Sick to Ruremond, which they ({ufpeding 
the real Defign of the Allies was upon 
Ruremond ftill ) refus’d to do; but fince 
they have been adually Befieged they have 
requefted the fame favour, and have been 
denied it.

Tis advisd from Tranfilvania, that General 
Rabutin, was return’d to Hermanftadt from 
the Confines of Moldavia, where he had 
been to watch the Motions of the Tartars, 
who were faid to be up in Arms and march- 
ing towards Poland. He has order’d a Cita- 
del to be built at Hermanitadt, and i000 
Men have begun to work upon it.
